MOTION FOR HEARING AND RESPONSE TO MOTION OF 

ATTORNEY GENERAL TO HOLD IN ABEYANCE 

Come now the Coininunity Action Council for Lexington-Fayette, Bourbon, Harrison and 

Nicholas Counties, Inc. (CAC), and Kentucky Association for Coiriinuiiity Action, Inc. (KACA), 

by counsel, and for their reply to tlie responses of tlie companies and tlie Attorney General to the 

Motion for a Hearing state as follows: 

Tlie inotiori for a hearing was timely filed by virtue of haviiig been placed in tlie 

Commission's after hours drop box on Friday, November 30, 2007. Undersigned counsel attests 

to the fact that ten copies of the motion were placed in the drop box on tlie due date. This matter 

is akin to the procedure adopted by tlie Kentucky Court of Appeals, which also established a 

drop box for filing pleadings after tlie close of business, whicli pleadings are then deemed tiinely 

filed as of tlie date of placing tliein in the drop box. Furtlieimore, the United States District 

Courts have now gone entirely to electronic filing, and pleadings filed before midnight on tlie 

due date are deemed to be tiinely filed. The Coininissioii itself, in several cases in which the 



electronic filing procedures have been utilized, accepts electroiiically filed pleadings after the 

close of busiiiess which are then deemed to be timely filed. CAC and I U C A  have substantially 

coinplied with tlie Commission’s filing requirements and their Motion for Hearing should be 

deemed timely filed. 

In response to tlie Companies’ Joint Respoiisive Coinineiits to tlie Intervenors’ 

Comments, CAC and KACA state that they agree with tlie bullet points presented at page 28 of 

tlie Companies’ Respoiisive Coinments. These conditioiis sliould be made part of the 

Coinmission’s approval of the prograin. 

For tlieir respoiise to the request of the Attorney General that this matter be held in 

abeyance until the Coininission decides the matter iii Case No. 2007-00477, CAC and I U C A  

state that they agree with tlie Coinpaiiies’ response that this matter sliould not be held in 

abeyance and that customers will lose tlie benefit of many savings if the case is so held in 

abeyance. 

Finally, CAC and KACA take no position on the request of the Attorney General that tlie 

scope of the hearing be expanded to include all issues, not just tlie low-income weatherization 

coinpoiient of tlie prograin. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, CAC and KACA respectfully request that tlieir inotioii 

for a hearing be granted.
